Attached is an abbreviated and a complete public notice draft for the start of my next triennial review - starting this
spring early summer after we are a DEQ. Would you be so kind as to look it over to ensure it meets the required
language.

From the time it is published we run approximately 60 days before the public hearing {14 days for it to be published
through all the local papers + 45 days) and then give an additional 10 days for public input after the public hearing. The
dates would reflect this when finished.
